Dr. G. has spent six years of his life 
in the Sunny South and witnessed many of 
the rebel proceedings ; and now thanks God 
he isin New England surrounded ‘vith the 
most enlightened of our race, where the stars 
and stripes of liberty will forever wave ‘ O’er 
the land of the free, and the home of the 
brave.”

A somewhat remarkable speech was made 
in Marylard on Saturday Jast by Mr. Blair, 
Post Master General, handling Senator Sum- 
ner’s programme on -the question of recon- 
struction with much severity. There is evi- 
dently a great difference of opinion witha 
portion of the Cabinet and President, as to 
the best course of bringing back into the 
Union, those seceding States desirous of re- 
turning to their allegiance. Mr. Biair ex- 
presses the opinion that the course of the 
Abolitionists is degpotic, and may be fatal 
to republican institutions; that many of 
the Republican papers have struck the key 
note of revolution. He says the President's 
plan of re-construction is to put the power of 
State governments as soon as they are re- 
deemed into the hands of loyal men, and then 
each State resumes its place in the councils 
of the Nation with all its attributes and 
nghts. He has signified his purpose of writ- 
ing to Tennessee and Louisiana, now 1n pre- 
paration to follow these examples, and every 
other State as soon as it can be rescued from 
the rebel armies, will be aided to come in 
and reintegerate the grand family of Repub- 
lics. In concluding Mr. Blair says: 

“ The issues are thus made up between the 
President and the rebels and their foreign 
sympathizers, who revolutionize our govern- 
ment to create a separate government in the 
South, on the one hand, and on the other hand 
between the President and the ultra Aboli- 
tionists, who would disfranchise the South- 
ern sections of ourcountry. It is not .im- 
probable that the tatter, theugh aiming ata 
different resu!t, will be found co-operating tn 
the end with conspirators in the South snd 
their foreign allies. They may prefer parting 
with the South to partnership and equality 
under the Constitution.”

Rambles about Salem. 


The Museum of the East India Marine So. 

ciety is worthy several days examination. — 
Through the politeness of Capt. Chas. Mans- 
field, we were allowed admission and by bim 
showr the almost endless variety of rare and 
beautiful curiosities. Hue undique gaza.— 
Treasures, indeed, from every land, and al- 
most of every age, are gathered here.— 
Though mainly illustrative of the habits and 
lata of Eastern nations, particularly of 
Fes deh which this city formerly carned 
on extensive commerce—many of the articles 
are interesting to examine on account of lo- 
cal and historical attractions ; av, for exam- 
ple, the cup and saucer, the knife and fork, 
last used by Napoleon at Helena, ancient 
military arms and captured guns. <A cherry 
stone fron; San Salvador was shown us, con- 
taining two hundred silver spoons! The 
stone was of the usual size, but the spoons 
were wonderfully small; harcly discernable 
a little way off, although perfect in form. A 
still more amazing work, involving an amount 
of patience only cquailed by dexterity, 1s the 
Globular Box, the most wonderful thing, 
Capt. M. assured us, in the whole collection. 
A hollow ball adout an inch and a half in di- 
ameter, made of boxwood, holds about one 
hundred figures carved with exquisite taste, 
representing the inhabitants of heaven and 
hell. Even the expression of the counte- 
nances can be seen with the aid of a magni- 
fying glass. It seers hardly conceivable that 
human eyes and hands could form such a 
combination of figures, so extremely minute, 
yet so marvelously correct and life like. It 
was the work of a Monk, it is supposed, who 
lived five hundred years ago in Italy. 

Numerous paintings adorn the Museum 
walls and a large number of plaster figures 
of Calcutta merchants, Hindu scribes and 
mendicants, tife size, dressed in their usual 
costume, are placed along the sides of the 
hall. The “Pioneer Mother,” a beautiful 
| piece of statuary by a Salem artist, adorns 
| the east end of the Ilall. ‘There are cabinets 
| of mineralogy, entomology, crpetology, nu- 
| mismatology and all the other ologies. But 
| we will not attempt further to describe what 

must be seen to be enjoyed. 

Let none fail to visit Plummer Hall on the 
| opposite side of the street, and examine the 
books and paintings, particularly that splendid 
work of Matthersun, representing the trial of 
the Witches. 

A few doors further north standa the man- 
sion where Capt. Joseph White was mur 
Gered ia 1830. As the apartment was point 
ed out where the fearful tragedy was enact- 
ed, the graphic picture given us by Webster 
at Knapp’s trial occurred to mind ; the lonely 
hall, half lighted by the moon; the open |

The necessity of making some special pro- 
vision for the victims of intemperance, partly 
for the benefit of the individual and partly for 
that of the community, 1s beginning to atiract 
general attention, and the subject in its various 
bearings has been brought before the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Commissioners of 
Insanity, as among the matters deserving 
their serious consideration. 

Aside from the question of establishing & 
public asylum for inebriates, the edvantages 
of which would be more naturally confined 
to the middle and lewer classes, it appears 
that there ia as yet in New England no 
place of refuge for intemperate women cf 
good social position except the public and 
private lunatic asylums, which are unfitted, 
in the almost unanimous opinion of their st- 
perintendents, for the reception of such cases ;
